Under Setback Given 


Wage Legislation 


Seized 


Washington, March 30—(AP)~- 


The administration smarted today 
under a severe 
senate 
setback 


that threatened to doom President 
Truman's minimum wage legisla- 
tion. 


The showdown came on a pro- 


posal to incorporate in the bill 
provisions that would boost farm 
prices, and the proposal won 42- 
31 yesterday despite Truman's ad- 
vance warning that he would veto 
the measure in that form. 


The senate's week end recess 


gave perplexed presidential lieu- 
tenants a chance to take inventory 
and consider recasting plans in the 
face of a politically important de- 
feat. 


The farm-price boost amend- 


ment won approval after less than 
ah our of fiery debate. The roll- 
call vote found 24 Democrats and 
19 Republicans shouting "yes" and 
21 Democrats, 9 Republicans the 
lone Progressive LaFollette (Wis) 
answering the "no" asked by the 
president. 


Majority Leader Barkley 
(D- 


Ky), who had gravely delivered 
the White House veto warning, re- 
fused comment on what he plan- 
ned next. 


Pepper Uncertain 


Senator Pepper 
(D-Fla), who 


has spent the week trying to de- 
feat the farm-price rider, also was 
tincertain, saying: 


"We'll just have to wait until 


Monday and survey the situation'. 


Senator Russell (D-Ga), who 


championed the amendment which 
would revise government parity- 
price methods, commented: 


"I think the senate has done 


the proper and just thing, and I 
hope the president will reconsider 
bis decision". 


There appeared to 
be 
small 


likelihood the president will re- 
verse his stand, 
most 
senators 


agreed. Pepper said "it is obvious 
those who were making an at- 
tempt to help the farmer succeed- 
ed in hurting the laborer without 
helping the farmer". 


Russell, leader in the fight for 


the amendment, bitterly deplored 
the White House intervention as 
"coersion and intimidation". 
He 


said the president had "no right 
to come into 
congress 
with a 


threat to veto". 


The senate's decision, coupled 


with the White House 
warning, 


left extremely uncertain the fate 
of the bill designed to raise mini- 
mum wages in industry. 


The senate recessed until Mon- 


day to think it over, but there 
seemed no chance the farm price 
action could or would be reversed. 


Parity is a price designed to 


give the farmer 
buying power 
. equivalent to that in a favorable 
'base period. It is important in 


day to day price levels because it 
is "the basis for the present crop 
support program and is one of the 
bases for food price ceilings. 


Russell solemnly told the cham- 


ber that Truman's 
action "far 


transcends in importance any is- 
sue pending before the senate for 
vote. 


Charges Coercion 


"I have never believed the Pres- 


ident would with propriety come 
into the legislative body when it 
was preparing to vote and by what 
amounts to coercion and intimida- 
tion try to influence its course,'' 
he said. 


"It's a sorry pass if the congress 


cannot pass legislation without a 
frantic message from the White

Far Eastern Board 
Meets to Look Ovef 


MacArthur's Plans 


Washington, March 30—(AP)— 


Members of the Far Eastern com- 
mission met in closed session to- 
day to examine Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur's arguments for hold- 
ing Japanese national elections 
April 10. 


Some delegates to the 11-nation 


policy-making commission have 
registered opposition to Japanese 
elections at this time, but how- 
far they would get under existing 
rules was speculative. 


The Japanese cabinet fixed the 


election date with MacArthur's 
approval. 
Presumably, the su- 


preme commander had the back- 
ing of the_ United Stages govern- 
ment in the 'matter. 


If this government still is con- 


vinced 
the Japanese 
balloting 


should proceed on schedule, it can 
use its veto power to prevent the 
commission from issuing any dif- 
ferent instruction to MacArthur. 


Seek Postponement 


An unusual alliance with the 


commission was expected to press 
for postponement of the elections. 
Russia's Nikolai V. Nivikov was 
regarded by informed diplomats 
as certain to be in this group. So 
were the New Zealand and Aus- 
tralian delegates. 


New Zealand minister Carl A. 


Berendsen spoke out bluntly for 
postponement while addressing the 
National Press club on the work 
of the Far Eastern commission 
several weeks ago. 


Those who oppose elections now 


say the bulk of the Japanese peo- 
ple, to whom democratic practices 
are foreign, are not yet ready to 
exercise the voting privilege. An 
election held .now, they say, in- 
evitably would be won by the well- 
organized groups which controlled

Alleged Russian 


Spy Has Freedom 


Portland. Ore., March 30—(AP) 


—Lt. Nicolai G. Redin, Russian 
naval officer charged at Seattle 
with espionage, had restricted 
freedom today under $10.000 bond 
and the Soviet consul-general's as- 
surance that he would be produced 
here in commissioner's court on 
request. 


The 29-year-old Russian was 


released late yesterday and pre- 
liminary hearing was continued 
until an attorney could be retained 
to represent him. 


U. S. Commissioner Robert A. 


Leedy reduced bail from $25,000 
to SI 0.000 when Consul-General 
Michael S. Vavilov signed an affi- 
davit assuming responsibility for 
Redin's appearance. 


Leedy restricted Redin to Ore- 


gon and western Washington and 
forbade him to go within 200 feet 
of navigable water. 


He is accused of inducing an un- 


named person to obtain data on 
the U. S. S. Yellowstone, a de- 
stroyer tender, and was arrested 
Tuesday night as he prepared to 
board the S. S. Alma Ata, a Rus- 
sian floating cannery.

Virginia Takes Action 


Employes of the Virginia Elec-

William H. Tuck's 
orders to prevent a walkout also 
scheduled for tomorrow midnight. 
The state adjutant's office report- 
ed no dificulty in serving the draft 
papers, despite attacks on the gov- 
ernor's action by labor leaders, 
including AFL president William 
Green, who called it "involuntary 
servitude". 


A federal conciliator arranged a 


meeting between 
representatives 


of the company and the AFL elec- 
trical workers union to discuss 
arbitration of the dispute. Retro- 
activity of a 17% cents hourly pay 
raise is at issue, with holiday pay 
and sick leave questions also in- 
volved. 


To Reopen Meetings 


Meanwhile, 
following 
confer- 


ences with Schwellenbach and Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Anderson, 
the Interational Harvester Co. 
announced it would reopen nego- 
tiations with representatives of its 
30,000 striking CIO employes. The 
two cabinet officers

Conserving Grain 


Washington, March 30—(AP)— 


The threatened deficit in American 
food relipf shipments to famine- 
beset Europe brought ne\v meas- 
ures today to conserve grain for 
export. 
' 


The agriculture department di- 


rected a 15 per cent cut in the use 
of corn for manufactured foods 
and also ordered a curb on the use 
of grams in feeding livestock or 
poultry and making feed. The or- 
der is effective April 1. 


Besides 
making 
more grain 


available for overseas relief, the 
department said the order should 
make possible an easing of the 
feed shortages now eixsting in 
some areas of this country. 


The order was announced last 


night, two days after department 
economists had estimated that the 
United States would fall short of 
meeting its goal in relief food 
shipments for the first half of the 
year unless a more drastic reduc- 
tion is effected in domestic con- 
sumption of brepdstuffs. 


The corn curtailment applies to 


such items as breakfast cereals; 
corn meals and grits. 


The curb on the use of grains for 


feed does not affect farmers who 
feed their livestock or poultry with 
grain they grow themselves.

who died two weeks ago. 


"Everything that belongs to me

Feb. 22, 1941, at East Lynn, a 
summer resort area on the "Mis- 


sissippi river, opposite Clinton, la 
Dennison A. Rexford died Dec. 
1944, and his brother, Frank, die< 
March 14, 1946. 


Surviving relatives are two oth 


er brothers, William and Henrj 
Rexford. The four brothers operat 
ed a fishing resort at East Lynn 
The business was established bj 
their parents many years ago an 
the sons took over when their par 
ents died. 


The will was written in longham 


and is one word shorter than th 
will of the late Clarence Darrow 
famed Chicago criminal lawyer 
who made a will containing 1 
words.

Ribbentrop Denies 
Nazis Had Advance 
Pearl Harbor Word 


Say 
Germany 
Wanted 


US, Russia to be Neu- 
tral During World War 


Nuernberg, March 30 — (AP) — 


Joachim von Ribbentrop denied 
emphatically before the interna- 
tional military tribunal today that 
fermany had advance information 
on the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor and declared: "It was 
something we never wanted." 


He testified that the primary 


aim of the tn-partite pact signed 
by Germany, Italy and Japan was 
'above all to keep the United 
States out of the war and thereby 
isolate England." 


"We tried repeatedly to get Ja- 


pan to attack the British Empire 
aat Hongkoing and Singapore and 
to attack Russia." the formerjer- 


Japs Pull Double-Cross 


"But Japan did neither of these 


things, but a third thing — one 
which we had never considered or 
wanted." 


"Again and again," von Ribben- 


trop continued, "I tried by diplo- 
matic means to keep America out. 
We always considered the tri-par- 
tite pact a defensive one, with the 
primary aim of keeping the Unit- 
ed States non-belligerent. . . . 
When Japan's attack on Rearl 
Harbor came, it was a surprise 
even to their Ambassador Oshima 
in Berlin.'1 


The ex-foreign minister gave the 


tribunal his version of the history 
of World war H— the allegation 
that practically all Europe, even 
little Belgium and Luxembourg, 
was plotting against Germany. 
Therefore, he said, Hitler "decided 
he had td strike first." 


Von Ribbentrop spoke of the in- 


vasion of Belgium and the Nether- 
lands, saying "I had a sleepless 
night over these violations of neu- 
trality." But he contended they 
were unavoidable. 


Faced Bad Plight 


"In the winter of 1940-41," he 


continued, "Hitler faced this sit- 
uation: England was not yet ready 
to make peace. We could not be 
sure of Japan, despite the tri-par- 
tite pact, Italy had showed her- 
self to be a weak sister. The Unit- 
ed States was becoming more hos- 
tile to Germany, though we were 
trying to keep her out of the war. 
Russia, despite our non-aggression

rocket by the California Institute 
of Technology at Pasadena, Calif., 
was announced March 21 by the 
Army Ordnance department, which 
said the rocket had been turned 
over to the Signal Corps.

Association for the Advancement 
of Science, Rex declared the rock- 
ets could carry a 150-pound load 
of instruments to a height of 60 
miles. He said the Navy planned 
to begin launching them from the 
desert at White Sands, New Mex- 
ico.

Monday, April 8. 


Judge Dixon explained that the 


legal questions raised by the mo- 
tions of the defendants to dismiss 
the case can be fully covered by 
the court in the instructions given 
tot he jury on the law in the case.

He has named Jo- 
seph and Jennie Eichler, Corinne 
Miller, Felchner Spotts and the 
city of Dixon as defendants in the 
case. 


Coal Hole Subordinate 


The court's statement holds that 


property owners maintaining coal 
holes in th esidewalk owe to pedes- 
trians the exercise of proper and 
reasonable care, that the use of 
the coal hole is subordinate to the 
public rights. The statement de- 
clared that it is the owner's mani- 
fest duty to maitntain a proper 
guard or protection by practical 
and reasonable means to prevent 
it being a menace to pedestrians. 
The statement holds that permis- 
sion to an employe or contractor 
to remove the covere should not 
relieve the owner"s responsibility 
for accidents due to negligence. 


In regard to the city, the court 


held that the alleged condition re- 
garding the coal hole was a negli- 
gent one which might have rea- 
sonably been anticipated 
as a 


contributing cause to an accident, 
and violated the city's duty to the 
public. 


The court stated that the extent 


of Spotts' liability if any, in the 
case, will be determined upon the 
evidence offered at the trial, estab- 
lishing his relationship with the 
landwoners. The complaint alleged 
that Spotts, who was removing 
ashes from the basement at the 
time of the accident, was either 
the agent of the defendant owners, 
or of an indepndent contractor . 


Judge Dixon's statement held, 


however, that the person using the 
coal hole, as well as the property 
owner, has a duty to exercise due 
care in preventing pedestrians 
from falling into the open hole.

will be determined immediately af-

answers to the complaint April 8.

(AP)—Governor Green today re- 
quested the war department to in- 
crease the Illinois National Guard 
proposed postwar troop allotment 
from 32,908 officers and men to 
34,385. , 


In a letter to Maj. Gen. Butler 


B. Miltonberger, chief of the war 
department's National Guard Bu- 
reau, the governor asked troops 
sufficient to "man a state head- 
quarters and headquarters detach- 
ment, two infantry divisions, an 
anti-aircraft artillery brigade, a 
"largely expanded air corps" and 
other combat and service units.

troops, Gov. Green said, made pro- 


vision for only one unit of division 
size. 


The state allotment prior to

nance of one division, plus addi- 
tional units totaling approximate- 
ly 11,000 officers and men.

This is a noon scene in the men's dining room. The Infirmary has 16 head of 


cattle, eight of them providing milk, and 45 head of hogs, which will be butchered and 
stored for use later. They had just finished churning 28 pounds of butter when The 
Telegraph camera arrived on the scene. The big refrigerator was filled with food. 


A tray for one of the pa- 


tients is prepared by a 
kitchen helper. The unit 
had to pass strict require- 
ments of the State Depart- 
ments of Health, Sanita- 
tion, Fire Prevention, and 
Public Safety to be ap- 
proved. 


This is the Lee County Infirmary, near Eldena, as it looks from the entrance. Situated on a ninety-acre plot 


of ground, the 48-room building now houses 28 patients. Converted to an approved nursing home, it may now ac- 
cept blind assistance and old age pension recipients, chronicly ill, and convalescent patients under the new state pro- 
gram and the supervision of the Illinois Public Aid commission. County Infirmary Committee Chairman and Airs. 
A. C. Higby are in charge here at present. 


Recently cleaned and redecorated, the rooms are 


bright and neat. All parts of the building must be kept 
constantly in condition required by the state's sanita- 
tion and hygienic requirements. 
Additional furniture 


and other equipment is still needed, however. 


A convalescent patient receives an infra-red ray 


treatment. Patients are given any treatment prescribed 
by their doctor. The infirmary is open to the needy, 
those who wish to purchase care and treatment, con-^ 
valescent cases from hospitals, and needy from conn-" 
ties with inadequate facilities. 


A damaged finger gets the attention of Mrs. Shel- 


ton in the Infirmary's medical room on the second 
floor. Patients here are allowed the doctor of their 
choiie. This is the third county institution to switch 
to infirmary status, with 35 others following suit 


One of the patients is wheeled onto the porch to 


enjoy the sunshine. The nurse is Mrs. Esther Shelton, 
one of the two practical nurses on the staff. The addi- 
tion of a registered nurse is planned in the near future.

Committees from several 
neighboring counties have visited the Infirmary recently to obtain advice and sugges- 
tions for similar changes. 


Laundry service presents no problems at the in- 


stitution, with big washers such as the one pictured 
above. There are two of these washers in the spacious 
laundry room, which is situated in the basement of the 
building. 


The heating plant includes stokers for heating the 


big building, and two hot water boilers, coal burning, 
such as the one shown above. Physically able patients 
aid with light tasks here as well as elsewhere on the 
grounds. 


This brick baking oven 


is one of the features of the 
bakery. Although not used 
a great deal, the patients 
at the Infirmary now en- 
joy pastries regularly two 
or three times each week, 
all prepared in the Infirm- 
ary's kitchen. 


The laundry room is well equipped with steam dryers, two big washers, and a 


mangle capable of handling sheets. In the picture above the mangle is shown in oper- 
ation. Closed for a long period, the laundry was recently placed in operation again, 
and now handles all of the Infirmary's laundry adequately. 


Here patients play cards and read in the east sun parlor at the Infirmary. Sun 


parlors are provided on both floors. A spacious recreation room is planned in the 
basement, and will be outfitted as soon as furniture and recreational facilities can be 
obtained, 


Women at the Infirmary enjoy a musical interlude 


after a meal. The piano is in a corner of their roomy 
dining room. Another dining room is available for the 
men, and all patients who are not confined to their 
rooms eat in these dining rooms. Those who are phys- 
ically able assist in house and kitchen work. Mrs.
